Electrical Llgbt. 


There are different machines for pro- 


ducing electric light, and to describe 
them intelligently and accurately would 
require much more space than can be 
given to the* subject here. Besides, to 
make it at all fairly understood many 
pictorial illustrations would be neces- 
sarv. Only the simplest facts in rela- 
tion to this matter can be given in this 
article. It is generally known that an 
electrical current can be sent through a 
wiie coil or circuit; that if such a cir- 
cuit is interrupted by cutting the wire, 
and the ends of the severed wire are 
brought near to each other, the electri- 
cal current will leap across the gap, and 
if tbe current is strong enough it -will 
crefes it in glowing sparks. If a combus- 
tible substnnoe is placed in ftueh a gap 
it is inflamed. 
A small platinum wire or 


tlireud of carbon may be Heated to a glow- 
iug white heat. If two pieces of carbon 
be attached to the ends of the severed 
wire the electricity, as it passes from 
one to the other, will strike off glowing 
particles of carbon from the carbon on 
the positive end of the wire (that from 
which the current leaps) to the carbon 
on the negative end or pole, (that to 
which it leaps). A glowing arch of 
sparks may fill tbe gap. 
If the ends of 


the v. ire be united—inside of a hermeti- 
cally sealed glass globe—by a loop of 
bamboo thread, burnt to cUarcoal, the 
electrical current, in passing over the 
carbon loop, will heat it to a luminous 
white head. This is Edison's lamp. 
Various means of generating the elec- 
tricity have been discovered, but they 
cannot be explained here.—Chicago 
Intfr-Ocemi.
